Dersy & Jackson have got out a new and revised edition of ‘* The Fool of 
Quality ; or, the History of Henry, Earl of Moreland,” by Henry Brooke. 
This edition, which is in 2 vols. 12mo., has a Biographical Preface by Rev. 
Charles Kingsley, M. A., and an Introduction by the Rev. W. P. Strickland, 
D. D. The latter observes: “ Nearly a hundred years ago, there appeared 
in England a novel, in five volumes, bearing the quaint and singular title, 
The Fool of Quality. Its author, Henry Brooke, was aman of decided genius, 
who had passed through many of the vicissitudes of fortune. He was born 
in Ireland, and became in eerly life the disciple of Sheridan, Swift, and Pope, 
and was subsequently the friend of Lyttleton and Pitt, the favorite of the 
Prince of Wales and others of the nobility of that day. He enjoyed the re- 
putation of being a fineswordsman and dancer, an accomplished wit and 
poet, a refined courtier, and, in the language of Pope, the minion once of for- 
tune, yet, ‘ unspoilt by all her caresses.’” Mr. Kingsley concludes his Pref- 
ace by saying : “So go forth, once more, brave book, as God shall speed 
thee; and wherever thou meetest, whether in peasant or in peer, with a 
reyal heart, tender and true, magnanimous and chivalrous, enter in and 
dwell there; and help its owner to become (as thou canst help him) a man, 
a Christian, and a gentleman, as Henry Brooke was before him.” ‘They also 
publish “ Prenticeana; or, Wit and Humor in Paragraphs,” by the Lditor of 
the Louisville Journal, G. D. Prentice, Esq., who says in his Preface: 
“ Though I have been a public writer from my boyhood, I offer this volume 
to my fellow-citizens with a diffidence almost painful. It is made up of a 
portion of the paragraphs that I have written for the ‘Louisville Journal’ 
during the last twenty-nine years, and a few of those written for the “ New 
York Ledger” within the last two years. A long time ago, I was urged often 
and earnestly to publish such a volume as this, or permit one to be published, 
but I uniformly declined. I should decline still, but for the knowledge that, 
if I do not publish my own paragraphs, others will, making the selections 
with far less regard for the feelings of men who are now my friends, than I 
choose to exercise.”
